Food truck 
alley for Old 
Strathcona? 


Late-night grub. Food 
trucks to accommodate

Late-night eats could be com¬ 
ing to Old Strathcona next 
month in the form of a food 
truck alley, if a city applica¬ 
tion is approved.

The city 
turned that idea down due 
to safety concerns, but pro¬ 
posed alternate locations. 

Wanting to still provide a 
variety of food to partygoers 
at night, Attila the HUNgry 
staff will choose the trucks 
to be part of the food truck 
alley. 

“It’s going to bring some-

thing much-needed that a 
lot of the other food truck- 
heavy cities have picked up 
on and is a must to keep up 
with the culture,” he said. 

In the meantime, Biddle¬ 
combe is one of a handful of 
food trucks providing late- 
night eats on a piece of prop¬ 
erty at 106 Street and Whyte 
Avenue owned by the nearby 
Don Wheaton dealership. 

The partnership between 
food trucks and the dealer¬ 
ship started about a week 
ago, with food trucks sign¬ 
ing up to park on the space 
day and night to serve up 
food to Whyte Avenue ped¬ 
estrians. 

“We just wanted to help 
out other people. There 
should be more diversity 
here,” said Melina Beeston, 
volunteer with What the 
Truck?! and Don Wheaton 
employee.

Source of Alberta 
E.coli outbreak 
still a mystery 

Alberta has had more 
E. coli cases in the last 
five weeks than it did 
in all of 2013, and the 
source of the outbreak is 
still a mystery. 

Medical officer of 
health Dr. Chris Silcora 
said so far across the 
province, there have 
been 122 cases from July 
15 to Aug. 19. He said 
that’s a significant spike 
in a short period of time. 

“To put that into 
context, all of last year 
across the entire prov¬ 
ince we had 96 cases,” 
he said. 

Silcora said they’re 
asking patients about 
their eating history in 
an effort to figure out a 
source of the outbreak, 
but so far nothing been 
identified. 

“We have looked at 
a lot of possibilities, we 
have looked at a lot of 
different avenues, but 
we haven’t been able to 
determine one thing that 
is causing this,” he said. 

Silcora said it’s not 
unusual for the source 
to go unidentified. The 
strain of the bacteria is 
unique to Alberta and 
he said that means it’s 
likely something being 
produced here. 

“This is probably 
food-borne and the 
food is likely something 
produced and distributed 
locally in Alberta,” he 
said. 

He said in the mean¬ 
time people should 
ensure they’re cooking 
meat thoroughly, wash¬ 
ing fruits and vegetables 
well, and washing their 
hands often.

their thoughts about a pilot 
project to test the effects of 
shutting down east-west traf¬ 
fic on Whyte Ave from 102 


Street and 107 Street, as Met¬ 
ro first reported. 

With plans still in the 
works, city officials say taxi 
stands would be set up out¬ 
side of the barricaded area, 
a concept some taxi driv¬ 
ers say won’t work unless 
they’re still allowed to travel 
on Whyte. 

“It will be really bad. The 
way it is right now, when you 
pick up somebody or when 
you’re flagged down as a cab 
driver, 10 people are coming 
and rushing into cabs. Now, 
we’re inviting 100 or more 
people to get together ... and 
that’s not good,” said Firew 
Woldemariam, general man¬ 
ager with Capital Taxi. 


One of the main reasons 
for the establishment of the 
pilot is to allow for more 
pedestrian space, which 
some taxi operators do sup¬ 
port. 

“We have a lot of prob¬ 
lems with pedestrians late 
(at) night coming onto the 
road. It would be very easy 
for everybody if people 
could get a cab from one 
place and all of the cab driv¬ 
ers will get a chance in the 
queue,” said Balraj Manhas, 
president of the United Cabs 
Association of Edmonton. 

The first closure could 
happen as early as late Oc¬ 
tober, according to city of¬ 
ficials.

Edmonton streets could be¬ 
come a little safer for ped¬ 
estrians under new guide¬ 
lines that aim to take a less 
by-the-numbers approach to 
crosswalks.

mind are Jasper, Whyte and 
104 Avenue, along with 109 
Street. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
was glad to see the city con¬ 
sidering a policy that would 
do more to protect pedes¬ 
trians. 

“It sounds like there is a 


tone and emphasis shift and 
that is a good thing,” he said. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
he would like to see the city 
incorporate local knowledge 
of intersections into their de¬ 
cisions. 

“I am really worried that 
we are still going back to a 
set of standards that are de¬ 
veloped nationally,” he said. 

Henderson said the city 
has to put pedestrian safety 
at an absolute premium, re¬ 
gardless of the inconvenience 
to drivers or the costs. 

“The ultimate goal is that 
nobody ever gets hit in an 
intersection. That has to be 
our goal.”

The busy intersection has a zebra crossing and signage, 
but no lights indicating there is a crosswalk. There have 
been four pedestrian collisions since 2009, but the city 
has previously said it falls within the existing standards. 
Those standards say that with several other controlled 
intersections to cross at nearby, another set of lights is not 
warranted. 

Craig Walbaum, the city’s director of transportation 
operations, said that could now change. 

“In the old guideline it basically said that we can rea¬ 
sonably expect pedestrians to go to the light if they don’t 
feel safe,” he said. “In the new guideline it says that is fine 
as a start point, but look at the context of the situation.”

Among the possible changes to crosswalks the city could 
be pursuing under new standards would be to make all 
crosswalks near schools “zebra-striped” crosswalks. 

Currently, many of the crosswalks feature simple lines 
and Coun.

Calgary police chief 
believes $172 fine isn’t 
enough

Alberta Transportation officials 
plan to collect more data on 
three-year-old distracted-driv¬ 
ing legislation before deciding 
whether to jack up fines or add 
demerits. 

A leading Calgaiy police 
traffic officer told Metro last 
week that he sees people “driv¬ 
ing with their heads down” 
eveiy time he pulls up to an 
intersection. Staff Sgt. Paul Sta¬ 
cey pledged that the city service 
would be boosting enforce¬ 
ment against those talking on 
the phone and texting behind 
the wheel, just in time for the 
school year’s September start. 

But Stacey’s boss, police 
Chief Rick Hanson, and many 


others have said the $172 fine 
for a distracted-driving ticket 
doesn’t go far enough. The law 
introducing the fine came into 
effect Sept. 1,2011. 

Still, Christine Way, press 
secretaiy for Alberta Trans¬ 


portation Minister Wayne 
Diysdale, said her department 
would ideally like to collect 
five years’ worth of data on the 
impact of the legislation before 
making any major changes. 

“Ultimately, it does take 


time to achieve the behavioural 
changes we’re looking for and 
we’ll continue our public edu¬ 
cation and awareness efforts as 
part of our strategy to reduce 
distracted driving-related col¬ 
lisions on Alberta roads and 


highways,” Way said in an 
emailed statement. 

Two of the three candidates 
in the ongoing race to replace 
Premier Alison Redford also 
said the law’s effect needs in¬ 
vestigation, but they hit the 
brakes before committing to 
tougher penalties. 

This week, former transpor¬ 
tation minister Ric Mclver, now 
a candidate for the Toiy leader¬ 
ship, said it “might be” time 
to bump up the fines or add 
demerits, but added education 
could still be the best route. 

“If you talk to a whole 
bunch of Albertans, almost 
all of them will agree that it’s 
wrong to drive distracted and 
then almost 100 per cent of 
them will admit that they do 
it at one point or another,” he 
said. “I find it, as rules and laws 
go, to be quite an anomaly.” 

Fellow Toiy leader candi¬ 
date Thomas Lulcaszulc said he 
first wants to understand how 
heavily the current law has 
been enforced. “If we find that 
it was vigorous and that com-

Stephen 
Harper embarks on nis 
annual Northern trek 


Stephen Harper is set to em¬ 
bark on his annual trek to 
the North, his ninth time 
doing so since becoming 
prime minister. 

The Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice says this year’s trip is 
meant to showcase the sci¬ 
ence, technology and re¬ 
search that are underway in 
the North. 

Before starting his trip, 
Harper was scheduled to 
make a pit stop in British 
Columbia, first to meet 
business leaders in Chilli¬ 
wack and later to speak at 
a $35-a-head summer bar¬ 
becue for the Conservative 
riding association in Lang- 
ley. 

His northern tour gets 
underway Thursday in 
Whitehorse at another Con¬ 
servative party event. The 
Whitehorse Daily Star re¬ 
ports the Yukon Conserva¬ 
tive Association has sent out 
around 3,000 invitations to 
its members and others. 

The Conservative party 
website says the Yukon 


event will be held Thursday 
evening at an undisclosed 
location. Buses will shuttle 
people from an old Shell gas 
station on the Alaska high¬ 
way to the site. 

The Prime Minister’s 
Office says Harper is also 
supposed to make an an¬ 
nouncement about north¬ 
ern science and research 
while in the Yukon. 

Then he’s off to Fort 
Smith, N.W.T., to make 
announcements about de¬ 
veloping agriculture in the 
North before heading to 
Nunavut, where he’ll visit 
Cambridge Bay, Pond In¬ 
let, Iqaluit and York Sound. 
He’ll also take part in the 
military’s Operation Na- 
noolc exercise aboard a 
naval vessel. 

Harper’s trip comes 
as the federal govern¬ 
ment is being sued over 
funding for a land-use 
plan that would guide re¬ 
source development in 
Nunavut.

Jailed Canadian 
journalist in Cairo 
appeals sentence 

The family of an Egyptian- 
Canadian journalist 
imprisoned in Cairo says 
lawyers have filed an appeal 
in an effort to secure a new 
hearing. 

Forty-year-old Mohamed 
Fahmy was found guilty on 
terrorism-related charges 
in a trial that a number 
of international observers 
criticized as a sham. 

Fahmy was working 
for Qatar-based satellite 
news broadcaster Al-Jazeera 
English when he was ar¬ 
rested on Dec. 29. He was 
sentenced to seven years 
behind bars along with his 
colleague Peter Greste, who 
is Australian. 

Another co-worker, 
Egyptian Baher Mohamed, 
was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison. 

Adel Fahmy says it 
took some convincing for 
his brother to agree to an 
appeal because he was still 
infuriated and frustrated 
from the verdict. 

The Fahmy family has 
also been hoping inter¬ 
national pressure might 
result in an exceptional 
overturning of the convic¬ 
tion.

Spyagency 
violated privacy 
polices: Report 

Canada’s electronic spy 
agency intercepted — and 
kept — several private 
communications of 
Canadians last year in vio¬ 
lation of internal policies 
on personal information. 

In his annual report, 
the watchdog that keeps 
an eye on Communica¬ 
tions Security Establish¬ 
ment Canada says while 
many of the 66 intercepts 
involving Canadians were 
handled properly, some 
were not. 

Ottawa-based CSEC 
monitors foreign com¬ 
munications of intelli¬ 
gence interest to Canada, 
and exchanges a large 
amount of information 
with similar agencies 
in the United States, 
Britain, Australia and New 
Zealand. 

CSEC insists it targets 
only foreign email, tele¬ 
phone and satellite traffic. 

However, the spy 
service acknowledges it 
cannot monitor global 
communications in the 
modern era without 
gathering at least some 
Canadian information.

“In fact, it is said this is 
one of the best snowmobil- 
ing areas in B.C. and the 
town would be a great re¬ 
source for a snowmobiling 
operation,” Lovelace sug¬ 
gests.

Minks hijinks. Animals 
freed from Quebec farm 
at heart of alleged abuse 


As many as a few thousand 
minks could be on the loose in 
Quebec after someone broke 
into a fur farm and released 
the animals. 

The farm is at the heart of 
allegations of animal mistreat¬ 
ment. 

Provincial police say 
they are investigating after 
the overnight release of the 
minks. Spokeswoman Joyce 
Kemp says the owner noticed 
Wednesday morning that the 
minks had been released from 
their pens. 

A spokesman for the For¬ 


ests, Wildlife and Parks De¬ 
partment says the exact num¬ 
ber of minks on the lam is 
unclear but that there could 
be a few thousand. 

Animal advocates like the 
Montreal SPCA and Humane 
International Canada had 
called on the government last 
week to seize the animals be¬ 
cause of their poor health and 
substandard living conditions. 

The province chose to keep 
the animals under close super¬ 
vision at the facility and work 
with the owner.

Probe. Official 
language watchdog 
looks into complaint 
that MP posts too 
much in English 


Canada’s language watchdog 
is investigating Foreign Af¬ 
fairs Minister John Baird’s 
Twitter account following a 
complaint that the Conserva¬ 
tive MP posts most of his 
messages in English without 
enough French. 

The probe by official lan¬ 
guages commissioner Gra¬ 
ham Fraser has puzzled of¬ 
ficials in Baird’s office and 
department. 

“We are surprised that the 
official languages commis¬ 
sioner has chosen to investi¬ 
gate the minister’s personal 
Twitter account that falls 
outside of the scope of the 
act,” said Baird’s spokesman 
Rick Roth. “The minister’s 
personal Twitter account is 
just that: his personal ac-

count. That said, he tweets 
from that account in both of 
Canada’s official languages.” 

Baird, who represents 
an Ottawa riding in Parlia¬ 
ment, uses his Twitter ac¬ 
count regularly to inform 
Canadians, using a mix of 
messages about government 
business and personal obser¬ 
vations. 

For example, this week he 
tweeted in both English and 
French about the conflict be¬ 
tween Israel and Hamas. 

In recent weeks, some 
of his tweets have included 
English-only messages about

Fraser told Baird’s depart¬ 
ment in a July 31 letter that 


it was looking into the Twit¬ 
ter account to determine 
whether the government was 
respecting the “spirit” of fed¬ 
eral language legislation.

Zoo visitors bypass barrier,

The Toronto Zoo is investi¬ 
gating “an isolated incident” 
in which visitors bypassed a 
bamboo barrier and got too 
close to a five-year-old giant 
panda, which was briefly 
separated from the public by 
only a chain-link fence. 

The security breach hap¬ 
pened on Sunday evening

Andrew Fedurlco said he 
accidentally walked into an 
off-limit area, assuming it 
was part of the exhibit. 

“We walked into an en¬ 
closed area to the right of 


the cage,” he said, adding 
that his fiancee was leaning 
against the chain-link fence 
when a panda suddenly ap¬ 
peared from around a corner. 

“It didn’t look like it was 
going to jump at us neces¬ 
sarily, but I’m not a panda 
expert,” he said.

Airstrike kills wife, son. 

Israeli PM Benjamin 
Netanyahu won’t back 
down in face of failed 
ceasefire talks 


Hamas’s militaiy chief escaped 
an apparent Israeli assassina¬ 
tion attempt that killed his wife 
and infant son, the militant 
group said Wednesday, as Is¬ 
rael’s prime minister warned 
that the bombardment of Gaza 
will continue until rocket fire 
out of the Palestinian territoiy 
stops. 

The airstrike on a home 
where Mohammed Deif’s 
family members were stay¬ 
ing — and the tough talk from 
Prime Minister Benjamin Net¬ 
anyahu — came after the col¬ 
lapse of ceasefire talks in Cairo 
on Tuesday. 

In a nationally televised ad¬ 
dress, Netanyahu showed little 
willingness to return to the ne¬ 


gotiating table. 

Palestinian militants 
launched dozens of rockets 
into Israel, while Israel carried 
out numerous airstrilces. One 
airstrike on a Gaza City house 
killed Deif’s seven-month-old 
son and one of his wives. 

More than 2,000 Palestin¬ 
ians have been killed in the 
fighting, most of them civilians, 
according to UN and Palestinian 
medical officials. Sixty-seven 
people have died on the Israeli 
side, all but three of them sol¬ 
diers. A six-day temporaiy truce 
collapsed into heavy fighting 
after Egyptian-mediated talks 
broke down without an agree¬ 
ment on an extended ceasefire. 
Hamas has demanded an end 
to an Israeli-Egyptian blockade 
of Gaza. Israel has demanded 
that Hamas disarm. 

Since the truce collapsed, 
at least 22 Palestinians have 
been killed and more than 120 
wounded, Gaza Health Ministry 
official Ashraf al-Kidra said.

Then (Robert Rod¬ 
riguez) shows up.”

Of all the intense characters in the Sin City universe, 
vengeful stripper Nancy, played in both films by Jessica 
Alba, might be his favourite — thanks in large part to 
Alba’s performance. He’s found it so inspiring, in fact, that 
he’s eager to get to work on a third film. “The original 
working title for Jessica’s story was Nancy’s Last Dance, 
because she had been the abused victim, she had been 
through the wringer, and she had ended up as many 
women in her situation do, which is an exotic dancer,” 
Miller says. “This time, she turns into something else. And 
I’ve already got her next chapter planned, so please show 
up for the second movie.”

Fantasy drama tops list 
of most-pirated TV shows 


More than two months after 
the last episode of Season 4 
was aired on HBO, the fan¬ 
tasy drama Game of Thrones 
remains the most-pirated 
show on the Internet, aver¬ 
aging no fewer than 300,000 
downloads per day. 

According to a report from 
media analytics firm Semet- 
ric, relayed by the Wall Street 
Journal, episodes of Game of 
Thrones, at their peak, ac¬ 
counted for more than half of 
all illegal TV show downloads 
on file-sharing sites. 

The drama even triggered 
more downloads than all of 
the music downloads on Bit- 
Torrent combined. 

Aired in mid-June, the 


show’s season-four finale 
(The Children) hit two mil¬ 
lion downloads in just 24 
hours. This is a new record 
for the HBO series, which has 
claimed the dubious distinc¬ 
tion of being the most-pirated 
TV show for two years now. 

A worldwide phenomen¬ 
on, Game of Thrones recently 
became the most-popular 
show in HBO’s histoiy, sur¬ 
passing The Sopranos with its 
18.4 million fans. 

Scheduled to begin shoot¬ 
ing this month, the fifth sea¬ 
son will air on the cable net¬ 
work in spring 2015.

Things to note 


• Make sure you have a 
solid foundation. 


• Use material that is non¬ 
flammable and build on 
a surface that is flat and 
level. Use sand and rocks 
to level an uneven area. 


• Keep the fire 25 feet 
away from a house, 
tree or other flammable 
structures. 


• Your local building code 
may require you to con¬ 
struct a border of sand or 
gravel around the fire. Be 
sure to get informed and 
check your local code for 
special requirements. 


Getting started 

Begin by selecting the ne¬ 
cessary material. A variety 
of stone and rock is avail¬ 
able, but to make the pro¬ 
cess easier, use blocks that 
are made from cast con¬ 
crete shaped to look like 
real stone. Choose a desig¬ 
nated area and use a spade 
to mark a square in the 
ground. Continue by dig¬ 
ging up the area about 12 


inches deep and fill it half¬ 
way with gravel and sand 
— make sure to rake the 
surface flat. 

Heavy duty 

Position and align your first 


layer of blocks around the 
outside of the square. Once 
complete, add more gravel 
to the centre of the pit to se¬ 
cure the first layer of blocks. 
Much as you would with 
brick and mortar, continue 


by using the blocks and ce¬ 
ment to build your second, 
third and fourth layers. 

Enjoy 

Once you complete layering 
all the stones, wait for the 


cement to set and dry. Many 
other features like a steel 
ring for grilling or decora¬ 
tive rocks can be added to 
customize your fireplace. 
Now pull up a chair and get 
ready to sit back and relax.

Not j 
good — Dr. Cohen blames teen 
breakouts on raging hormones. 

Set a routine now 

Establishing a solid routine of 
cleansing, treating, moisturizing, 


and protecting sldn in the teen 
years is crucial, whether or not 
blemishes are an issue. 

Know your ingredients 

• Doctor-approved topical in¬ 
gredients that, with daily use, 
minimize mild to moderate 
_ periodic teen breakouts in¬ 
clude benzoyl peroxide and 
1 salicylic acid. Benzoyl peroxide 
‘ kills bacteria that causes acne 
inflammation and evicts dead 
cells before they can clog pores. 
I Derived from willow bark (like 
Aspirin), salicylic acid is a beta- 
hydroxy acid that helps prevent 
clogged pores, too. Tea tree oil 
has antibacterial properties that 
some people find effective for chas¬ 
ing away mild breakouts.

from CFL job in April 



CFL. Commissioner's 
legacy includes 
lucrative TV deal and 
new labour agreement 


One of the CFL’s longest-serv¬ 
ing commissioners is leaving 
the post. 

Mark Cohon will not return 
for a third term when his cur¬ 
rent contract expires in April 
2015. Now in his eighth season 
as CFL commissioner, only Jake 
Gaudaur (1968-1984) and Syd¬ 
ney Halter (1958-1966) have 
held the position as long. 

Cohon, 48, says he made the 
announcement now to give the 
CFL’s board of governors time 
to recruit his replacement. 

A lucrative television deal, 
the return of Ottawa to the 
CFL, labour peace until 2018, 
a more stringent drug-testing 
policy and new stadium pro¬ 
jects in Saskatchewan, Winni¬ 
peg, Hamilton and Ottawa will 
be among Cohon’s legacies. 

“Those were all things that 
were major projects to move 
this league along,” Cohon told 
reporters Wednesday on a con¬ 
ference call. 

“The thing I can be proud 
of is we built this great founda¬ 
tion for the next individual to 
build upon and for the board of

The weak position of the 
Argonauts in Toronto’s sports 
landscape and expansion into 
Atlantic Canada are unfinished 
business for Cohon, and a con¬ 
cussion lawsuit against the CFL 
was filed last month. 

Cohon says he will con¬ 
tinue to work on improving 
the Argos’ situation before he 
departs. 

“What’s next for me is look¬ 
ing (at) tape on Monday, doing 
discipline on Monday, closing 
sponsorship deals and getting 
ready for the Grey Cup, making 
an announcement on who the 
halftime act is at the Grey Cup 
and focusing on the business at 
hand,” he said. 

“I haven’t even thought 
what’s next for me. I’m confi¬ 
dent in my abilities in terms 
of thinking about what I can 
do. That will be another chap¬ 
ter, another story and another 
interview for another time.” 

He took over as commission¬ 
er in 2007 from Tom Wright 
and signed a contract extension 
in February 2012. 

During the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the Grey Cup in Toronto 
that year, he told reporters, “I’m 
happy where I am, I’m chal¬ 
lenged and I hope to be around 
for a while.” the Canadian press
